A large number of 
priceless relics 
of the Revolutionary Aar, the War u t 
1*12. and the C ivil VV ar, 
as 
well a* 
a 
bi-toric 
bu ild ing 
were entirely 
destroyed in the fire that 
old office b uilding o' the 
Rig Springs I on Works, 
now owned 
by J C. Bucbcr und 
located 
in

B oiling .Springs Park near the old m ill 
at that place 
Mr. Bucher s son bad 
an incubator in operation in the b u ild ­ 
ing, the incubator having

strands. 
And each strand was fasten­ 
ed with a gaudy ribbon. 
To add to his 
ferociously ludicrous appearance 
he 
had all his teeth blackened and flied 
to a sharp point. 
But though In dress 
and shape he looked like a comic o^ 
era brigand, there the comic opera el­ 
ement ended. 
He was a shrewd busi­ 
ness man—a priate “for revenbe only.** 
Blackboard's real name was Edward 
Teach (or “Thatch"). 
He was born In 
England in the la >t part of the seven­ 
teenth century, and is said 
to 
have 
•hipped us a youth aboard a privateer 
vessel bound for the West Indies dur­ 
ing the war of the “Spanish Succes­ 
sion." 
Privateering in those days was 
not very different from piracy. 
It was 
almost as profitable and it bad th# ad­ 
vantage of being strictly legal. 
T he blackguard with the few est te m ­ 
ples, least con scien ce 
and 
greatest 
■tore of brutal courage, craftin ess sad 
ferocity w as certain of quick promo­ 
tion am ong the sea rangers— unless be 
w as first killed. 
And Blackboard kad 
all th ese qualities. 
He h id also 
a 
daredevil m anner, which (coupled with 
h is odd dress and odder face) led many 
people to believe him Insane. 
But he 
seem s never to have been too roaring 
craty to keep an ey e on every “busi­ 
ness" chance that cam e b it way. 
In 1713 peace w as declared aad th* 
privateers found th em selves 
out 
of 
work. 
T his did not trouble 
Black­ 
board. From privateering to piracy waa 
th e shortest kind of step. 
He turned 
pirate. 
For a year or so nothing was 
heard from him by the outside world. 
But in 1716 be si! s t on es beearn# fa­ 
m ous— or Infam ous. 
in bls 
armed 
sloop Queen A nee's R evenge (st the 
head of a m urderous crew that feared 
nothing but him self) ha began ravag­ 
ing the Spsinsb Main. 
T hen, leaving that 
happy 
b u stin g 
ground to the freebooter folk. Black­ 
board headed northward and scoured 
th e V irginia and Carolina coasts, fight­ 
ing, capturing, pillaging, burning. For 
tw o years he kept th is up, eludin g cap­ 
ture and m aking b it nam e a terror to 
planters and sailors alike. 
Then, in Ju n e, 1718, Q ueen Anne's 
R evenge w as wrecked off the 
North 
Caroliua ro ast. Blackboard. Instead of 
fighting on land o r waiting to be cap­ 
tured, surrendered him self and SO of 
his best m en to Gov. C harles Eden of 
North Carolina. 
T he pirate, in spit# 
of his eccen tricities, was 
a 
shrewd 
judge of h um an nature. 
Ha had good 
reason lo know what manner of man 
E den w as. 
H e w ent to the governor, 
secured from him a royal pardon and 
calm ly proposed a business 
partner­ 
ship. 
It was arranged between thens 
that Black beard was to go back to his 
pleasant piratical labors and that Eden 
(in return for a fair percentage of tbs 
plunder) should protect him from legal 
interference. 
T his w as a safe and profitable ar­ 
rangement for both. For a few month# 
It prospered finely. 
But such a atat# 
o f affairs aroused sharp comment from

M ete is the m ost recen tly announce 
ad plan from the R oosevelt camp: 
No nom ination m ade, no platform 
adopted or any other action taken by 
the convention as at present con sti­ 
tuted will be recognized as valid. 
E u less 
ail 
of

seventy-eight 
R oosevelt d elegates w hose claim s were 
disallow ed b> the national com m ittee 
are adm itted to th e convention, aud 
th o se who w ere su bstituted for them 
are rejected, the third term d elegatei 
w ill remain In their sea ts but refut 
to participate in the proceedings, a m 
w ill Dom inie their candidate in the 
C oliseum after the present convention 
Is declared adjourned. 
T hey w ill declare this second con 
vention to be the regular one on th* 
ground that the adjournm ent of th* 
first one was procured by th e aid o: 
“fraudulent*’ delegate** 
and that 
ti 
consequence it is Invalid, 
togathei 
w ith th e rest of the proceedings, in 
eluding nom inees and platform . 
In furtherance of th e plan for a new 
party it wras declared that the former 
president might 
w ithdraw his name 
from th e race when it becam e appar 
eat that he bas not enough of the d ele 
gates to nom inate him on the regulat 
R epublican ticket. 
"Colonel R oosevelt w ants to be on 
the ballot In N ovem ber aa a candidate 
for cie* tion to the presider*' y," said 
one d elegate “lf he Is balloted on In 
the convention and lo ses th e Republi 
can nom ination he w ill be poltlc-ill> 
dead, so far as the fall election is con 
cerned. He w ill not bolt the conven 
Don, know ing the feelin g against thai 
action am ong his leaders and m an; 
d elegates now lined up for him " 
Colonel 
R oosevelt 
w ent over th* 
plans for the day with his lieutenants 
Senator Borah and others of the (data 
delegation 
were in conferen ce with 
him. 
Governor Stubbs, of K ansas 
G overnor 
Johnson, 
of 
California 
Jam es R. Garfield, of Ohio, and a score 
of others saw C olonel R oosevelt. 
It 
was said no change had been 
m ade in the program of th* Roosevelt 
delegatee. The plans w hich were mad* 
at the caucus of tw o representatives 
from each state having R oosevelt del 
eg a tes were -discussed at a series ot 
eau*usee of sta te delegations. 
Th* 
leaders asserted that practically ever> 
R oosevelt delegate had approved th* 
program. 
Colonel 
R oosevelt, after a heated 
coeferen ce with hi* leaders and dele 
gates, and follow ing bard on the de­ 
cision of the Illinois delegation, by a 
vote of 56 to 2, not to bolt, issued the 
follow ing statem ent; 
"There will probably be a new na 
tional convention, and 
we will thee 
build up a new party. In a pretty po*! 
liv e speech I delivered I said I would 
run if I found there w as a dem and for 
me. 
I cannot say w hether the action 
w ill be taken by the delegations im 
m ediately after th e adjournm ent o 
the convention or n o t T he plans will 
have to be made, and It may not tie 
then or later.”

enemies alike at a signal from him.

tho thick of the turmoil Blackbeard 
and Maynard mat on deck in a hand-to- 
hand fight 
It waa a duel whose fame 
lived long In 
Virginia—thla 
deadly 
sword clash between a dapper young 
officer and a giant pirate.

skill

prevallad 
against mere savage strength, and 
blow of Maynard’s cutlass stretched 
Blackbeard dead on his own deck. The 
career of America’# most picturesque 
sea rover waa at an end.
